CAESAR 
RODNEY’S GREAT HORSE­ 
BACK RIDE IN 1776. 


B ow th e D eclaration of Independ­ 
en ce W aa Saved by a Vote In tb.e 
Session of th e P rovision al C ongress 
In P h iladelp h ia. 


I t happened on th a t fam ous Fourth 
ef July, 1776, the day on which the 
A m erican colonies w ere declared free 
and independent states. If C aesar Rod­ 
ney had not m ade his historic ride there 
m ight not have been any free America 
today. 
The provisional congress w as in ses­ 
sion a t Philadelphia, each of the thir­ 
teen colonies having representatives 
there. 
It w as a great congress, and a 
m om entous question w as before the 
distinguished body. The great charter 
of our freedom had been w ritten by 
Jefferson, and B enjam in H arrison, fa­ 
ther and great-grandfather of presi­ 
dents, had presented it to congress on 
Monday, July 1. W hat w ould the Con­ 
tinental congress do? 
In order th at our country should be 
frfee and independent the declaration 
m ust be adopted. This could be done if 
»uly the colonies w ere divided, and 
there w ere some good men who did not 
believe it best to take this step a t this 
tim e. 
Four of the seven delegates of 
Peunslyvanla were opposed to it, and, 
of the tw o D elaw are delegates present, 
Thomas M cKeau w as in favor of inde­ 
pendence, but George Bead w as op­ 
posed to the measure. C aesar Rodney, 
the other member, w as In the southern 
p a rt of his state in the capacity of a 
brigadier general, organizing and drill­ 
ing troops for the coming struggle, 
Tw o of the opposing Pennsylvania 
delegates w ere persuaded to absent 
them selves, and thus the Keystone 
State would favor the declaration, but 
the vote of C aesar Rodney w as neces­ 
sary to carry the state of Delaw are. 
A m essenger w as dispatched in hot 
haste to summon him to Philadelphia, 
and then for four days the “patriots 
of ’76” talked and m aneuvered to de­ 
lay the final vote. On Thursday, July 
4, congress w as to vote on the mo­ 
m entous question. 
On the afternoon of the 3d the 
m essenger found C aesar Rodney in 
Sussex county, more than eighty miles 
from Philadelphia. 
Geueral Rodney 
w as a t th a t tim e forty-six years old. 
w ith a tall, lean, worn figure, his face 
scarred by a cancer th a t w as finally 
to cause his death. The brave patriot 
did not hesitate. “Saddle the black!” 
he commanded, and in ten m inutes he 
had m ounted his faithful steed and 
w as galloping as if for life to the 
northw ard. 
E ighty miles aw ay from congress, 
which w as w aiting for him to declare 
the independence of the colonies. The 
thought caused him to drive his spurs 
deep into his horse's flanks and sent 
him flying along the long, dusty high­ 
w ay th a t stretched aw ay tow ard the 
Q uaker City. I t w as one of the great 
rides of history. 
T h at black steed 
bore the destinies of America, and his 
rider knew it, and there w as neither 
halt nor delay. 
The sun w ent down, and the stars 
cam e out one by one in the blue vault 
of heaven, and th a t solitary rider rush­ 
ed on his w ay. All through the cool 
kum m er night C aesar Rodney kept up 
his reckless pace. 
The stars faded out of the morning 
sky, and the sun came up red and fiery, 
th e herald of a sultry day. 
And still 
C aesar Rodney kept on his way. 
H e 
w as y et m any miles from Philadelphia. 
H is horse w as jaded, and he w as travel 
w orn and covered w ith dust, bu t the 
patriot did not slacken his rein. 
H e 
m ust be there to vote for the independ­ 
ence of America. 
And he w as there. 
All th a t hot, sw eltering July day the 
delegates of the colonial congress were 
talking and voting in Independence 
hall. The session had begun. The pres­ 
ident, John Hancock, w as in the chair, 
and the clerk, John Dickinson, w as 
calling th e colonies one by one. 
Vir­ 
ginia had voted and M assachusetts and 
the great state of New York and the 
little state of Rhode Island, and now 
New Jersey was voting, and C aesar 
Rodney had not come. 
Anxious and worried, Thom as Mc­ 
K ean w ent out to the door of Inde­ 
pendence hall. 
W ould his friend and 
com patriot be too late? 
H is face 
brightened as he heard the sound of 
hurrying hoof beats coming up Chest­ 
n u t street. 
A foaming, panting steed 
dashed into the yard. 
Its dusty rider 
leaped to the ground. Booted and spur­ 
red and the dust of his long ride thick 
on his long flapped coat and iron gray 
hair, C aesar Rodney entered the hall of 
congress leaning on his friend Mc­ 
K ean’s arm. 
H e w as ju s t in time. 
The vote of 
D elaw are w as being called. 
George 
Read voted "Nay.” 
“Aye!” called the 
clear voice of Thom as McKean. I t was 
a tie. 
All eyes turned to C aesar Rod­ 
ney. 
The fam ous rider cleared his 
throat, and m any a patriot heart beat 
w ith pride as he declared in firm tone: 
“The voice of my constituents and of 
all sensible and honest men, I believe, 
is in favor of independence, and my 
own judgm ent concurs w ith them ; 
therefore I vote for the D eclaration.” 
And so C aesar Rodney by his fam ous 
ride and by his noble vote helped to 
settle the question of Independence and 
insured the future celebrations of the 
Fourth of July.

Proba­ 
bly the oldest legend of which the 
F au st legend is a continuous thread is 
th a t of Simon Magus, mentioned in the 
history of the apostles. 
A ccording to Justin, he w as a native 
of Gitton, a village in Sam aria. 
He 
was, no doubt, a m an of great intellec­ 
tual powers. H e w as the father of the 
school of the Gnostics. 
At is also re­ 
ported of him th a t he could m ake him ­ 
self 
invisible, 
th at 
he 
could 
pass 
through flames unharm ed, could tran s­ 
pose m atter, m ake gold and exorcise 
demons—in fact, he laid claim to all 
these powers, and his nam e lived in the 
mouths of the people as a sort of dem i­ 
urge through m any centuries until some 
other m iracle w orking personality took 
his place a t the popular fireside. 
Un­ 
usual accomplishments, great erudi­ 
tion, w ere attributed to the supernatu­ 
ral influence and the general disposi­ 
tion to superstitious assum ption w as 
strengthened on the one hand by dog­ 
m atic affirmation on the p a rt of the 
church of the existence of a personal 
Satan, w ith his num erous household, 
and, on the other hand, by incorporat­ 
ing the magic arts am ong the practical 
sciences, of which astrology and al­ 
chemy occupied no m ean part.

have a num ber of advantages over 
an y tb iu g else produced, alw ays ex ­ 
cepting senator N ew iand’s bill, which 
goes to th e ro o t of th e m atter at once, 
but is too rad ical 
for congress to 
th in k of passing for a few years yet. 
S enator E lk in s in com ing out for a 
b ill of his own said th a t w hile he was 
classed as a railro ad m an, he bad ten 
tim es the in te rest in shipping th a t he 
had I d carrying.

can accept sen ato r E lk in ’s statem ents 
at th eir face value or no t ju st as they 
please.

a bill th a t em bodied a co u rt review 
w ith th e rig h t of the co u rt to suspend

the railro ad s to deposit the am ount 
of m oney in d isp u te w ith th e co u rt 
pending th e decision on the order. 
B ut 
he 
said he was 
p a rtic u larly 
anxious about a d istin c t p ro h ib itio n 
against the railro ad s producing or 
dealiDg in 
the 
com m odities 
they 
carried. 
T his he ad m itted was p ro ­ 
h ib ited by th e decision of the suprem e 
c o u rt in th e C hesapeake and Ohio 
ci.se, 
bu t he w anted it specifically 
stated id th e act. 
H e was also in 
favor of com pelling th e railro a d s to 
p u t in sw itches and m ake connections 
with lateral 
liDes on a reasonable 
basis. 
Also he w anted th e b ill to 
com pel th e carriers to m ake a fair 
d istrib u tio n of cars and to provide 
for prom pt connections, and a p ro ­ 
ratin g 
agreem ent 
w ith 
connecting 
lines. 
A ll th is com ing from one who is 
classed as a railro ad senator, sounds 
very fair. 
I t was a m ore lib eral p ro ­ 
p osition than had been expected from 
him .

has shown th a t th e a ir of a house of 
14,000 cubic feet should receive from 
20 to 40 q u arts of w ater daily , and 
th at th is evaporation does n o t in ­ 
crease th e relativ e h u m id ity by m ore 
than 10 per cent.

indoors should no t exceed ab o u t 40 
per cent, 
otherw ise

A new 
incandescent 
lig h t

ordinary petroleum w ith o u t a wick, 
and a tube only one-eight of an incli 
outside supplies 
th e oil, w hich is 
vaporized and m ixed w ith a ir before 
being burned in th e m antle.

light is claim ed to be softer and more 
diffusive th an any other. 
One gallon 
of oil is sufficient for a 1000 candle- 
power lam p for fifteen hours, and 
enables a person to read a t a distance 
of forty to fifty yards. 
As a hailstone m elts in water, it 
gives off a large bubble of air, e v i­ 
d en tly enclosed u nder great pressure. 
W hile tbe tran sm u tatio n of elem ents 
at w ill is still a dream , tb e alk ali 
m etals have given J . J . Thom son a 
suggestion of control of th e change. 
Em ission from these m etals in lig h t 
has been long know n, and he has now 
proven th a t they give off slow elec­ 
trons, or B eta rays, even in darkness, 
aDd th a t the process is greatly in ­ 
fluenced by lig h t, heat and chem ical 
forces.

State Farm. 


The location of the proposed state 
farm has finally been selected at a 
p oin t in Yolo county, near Davis 
ville. 
Nearly 800 acres have been 
purchased lor this purpose, at a cost 
to the state of §104,250. 
Yolo county, 
and the whole of Sacram ento valley, 
feels proud 
in thus furnishing the 
site for the state experim ent in farm ­ 
ing. 
We may be wrong but we do not 
tb iu k tbis branching out of the state 
governm ent into the farm ing business 
will 
be productive 
of 
rauoh real 
benefit. 
It will find places for a lot 
of place hu n ters; 
and pile up ex­ 
penses upon the people. 
It it is to 
be an example of model farm ing, the 
practioal 
benefit 
to 
the 
common 
farm er will am ount to 'little . 
I n ­ 
dividual farm ers are unable to follow 
in the footprints of farm ing co nd uct­ 
ed with the 
resources 
ot a large 
governm ent behind it. 
The ordinary 
farm er has 
to 
keep 
expenditures 
w ithin his income. 
H e has to get 
tnore from th e product of the soil 
th an he put therein, including the 
coat ot labor. 
b u t with the state 
farmer it is different. 
He can branch 
out into u ntired paths. 
L ike the 
explorer in geographical fields he can 
do exploration work in farm ing for 
the very love of adventure, regardless 
of cost. 
V aluable achievements are 
often made in th at way, it is tru e; 
they are oftener made however, by in ­ 
dividuals then by governm ents. 
If 
the tarm is to be a sort of school to 
teach practically th e science of farm ­ 
ing—which is 
doubtless 
the 
main 
object aimed a t—the policy 
of 
the 
state engaging in such an u n d e r­ 
taking may 
well 
be 
questioned. 
C arried to 
its ultim atio n, it means 
the entering wedge 
to a vast system 
of sim ilar enterprises. 
Why not a 
state school lor mining, lor jo u rn a l­ 
ism, lor printing, and so on through 
th e whole gam ut of hum an industry. 


With the advent of crude oil as a 
solvent ot the road building problem 
it was hoped that that vexed question 
was in a measure settled, in so far at 
least as the m atter of m aterial and 
economy were concerned inC alilornia, 
where this character of oil is to be 
had in abundance at comparatively 
low cost. 
Such hopes, however, seem 
far from realization, if we may judge 
from the experience of counties where 
oil has been tried. 
In Fresno, after 
what was deemed a thorough trial with 
this m aterial, the whole system has 
been given up as a failure,and m acad­ 
am izing has been reverted to as the 
better method. On the other hand Mr 
Ellery, one of the state highway com ­ 
missioners, is telling the people of 
Yolo county of the excellence of oiled 
roads, and recom m ending the more 
general 
adoption of 
th a t 
system, 
between these widely divergent views, 
both claim ing to be based on practical 
trials, the public is as much at sea as 
before. 
In some places where oil has 
been tried for city streets, it has been 
oronounced unsatisfactory in its re ­ 
sults. T hat the failures are to be cred ­ 
ited to unscientific methods, is hardly 
probable. 
The conclusion is tt\at the 
era of cheap and efficient roads is still 
in the distan t future.

watchman. 
These things will entail 
heavy expense. 
They aro expensive 
now, but the expense is borne by 
private and voluntary subscriptions. 
The cost will sim ply be transferred 
from the 
individuals 
to the city 
government. 
G radually 
all 
such 
m atters will be brought under the 
direct and sole supervision of the 
m unicipality. 
I t will perhaps be a 
little more costly, at the same time, 
we ought to gaiu in efficiency more 
than sufficient 
to counter 
balance 
the extra cost.

The Great Calamity. 


Wednesday was the saddest day in 
the annals ot California. 
i t will go 
down in history as the black W ednes­ 
day of the Pacific coast, and especial­ 
ly of San Francisco. 
A lmost in the 
tw inkling of an eye, by one of those 
convulsions of natu re known as e a rth ­ 
quakes, the proud city of the Pacific 
has been transform ed from the gayest 
of m etropolitan centers to a city of 
ashes and m ourning 
H er proudest 
buildings have been leveled 
in the 
d u st; her streets have been strewn 
with the dead and d ying; 
her com 
tuerce has been palzied for the tim e 
being, and her fiuancial condition has 
been shaken a 3 never before. 
Detween 
the q uaking earth and the toppling 
ot buildings consequent thereon, and 
th e tavages of fire, more dreadful far 
than n a tu re ’s convulsion—the busi­ 
ness p art of th e city Is laid in ruins. 
The extent of this calam ity is not 
fully known. 
F u rth e r reports may 
reduce 
or 
increase 
the 
tragedy. 
T im id ones are predicting tb at she 
will never recover the set back; that 
her 
prestige 
as the queen of the 
Pacific will be perm anently lost. 
We 
do not in th e least share in suoh 
views. 
H er geographical advantages 
are unim paired, and the enterprise 
of her people ts equally to th a t ot 
residents of any city u nder the sun. 
San F rancisco 
will 
rise from the 
ashes of today, more beautiful, more 
prosperous than before. 
Thousands 
of men heretofore classed as rich have 
been ruined. 
Scarcely a ham let or 
village 
in 
the 
state 
will 
escape 
financial loss in the crash ot securities 
in San Francisco enterprises. 
The 
loss will ru n up into h undreds of 
m illions. 
S till 
the sp irit 
of her 
people will rise above the wreck of 
today, and set m antully to the task 
of obliterating every trace of the work 
of the demon of ruin. 


No d irect com m unication with San 
1'ian cisco could be had at the tim e 
of going to press. 
I t is impossible 
therefore to gauge the situation with 
any degree ot accuracy. 
The news 
that filters through comes from o u t­ 
side sources, 
and 
by 
ro undabout 
ways. 
I t is evident however, from 
the scraps of news th a t filter through, 
th at the destru ction of the city is 
complete. 
Hy Wednesday night, after 
twelve hours ot lire’s york, it was 
estim ated th a t the entire retail and 
wholesale 
portion 
was reduced to 
ruins. 
The space covered was given 
as fully eight square miles, em brac­ 
ing the south side of M arket street, 
from tbe ferry to F ifteenth street, and 
extending south to the water front. 


The wholesalo d istrict from Kearney 
to B attery, and as ta r as Washington 
was wiped out. 
Since then the lire has co ntin ued 
alm ost unopposed, in the face of tons 
of dynm ite used to level buildings in 
the hope of stopping its march. 
It 
has taken 
in 
the whole 
western 
addition as far as G olden Gate Park. 
Also the resident section o ut in the 
Mission. 
The M int is reported as 
stand ing , also the C hronicle build 
iug, and F erry depot. 
A t last ac­ 
counts the flames were stiil raging, 
the 
firemen being 
exhausted with 
long-continued labor. 
The loss of lives is variously placed 
at from 500 to 1000. 
The loss of p ro ­ 
perty on Wednesday n igh t was placed 
at two hundred m illion dollars. 
It 
will probably iar exceed those figures 
before the eud is reached. 
Martial 
law prevails; no one is allowed to 
enter or leave w ithout a perm it. F ully 
twenty persons have been shot in 
attem pts to pillage. 
F o r the 
time 
being San Francisco 
is practically 
blotted from the map. 
The residents 
in tens of thousands are swarming on 
the outside 
hills, 
beyond the fire 
limits, gazing 
at the awful scene, 
panic stricken, d estitu te and hope­ 
less. 
Golden Gate P ark has been 
converted into a city of tents for the 
shelter of the homeless. 
Refugees 
are being sent out of the city of ashos, 
as fast as the trains and boats c.au 
carry them. 
It looks now th at the calamity, 
in 
the completeness of its destruction of 
a city of half a m illion inhabitants, 
will 
eclipse 
anything recorded in 
authentic history. 


The latest bulletin is reassuring, 
and indicates th at confidence is being 
resto red ; th a t the flames are either 
under control, 
or 
have died 
from 
exhaustion of fuel, uud 
th at 
orders 
for rebu ild ing have in some cases 
been given.

Experiences in the City Shock. 


Louis G lovannoni arrived from San 
Francisco last evening. 
He was in 
the city during the terrible scenes of 
the earthquake 
and fire. 
He was 
room ing on S u tter street, the tenth 
block from Market. 
The shock he 
says threw him out of bed. 
He did 
not know what to make of the e x ­ 
perience of finding him self on the 
floor. 
H e got to the window and saw 
a great com m otion started. 
People 
half dressed were ru n n in g excited aud 
frantic. 
He says 
every 
building 
appeared 
more or 
less 
wrecked. 
When the flames started it was im ­ 
possible to get to the ferry by usual 
routes. 
Ho lolt tho city Wednesday 
afternoon. 
To get to the ferry he 
had to walk all round by way ot 
lugleside, thence through South San 
Francisco aud the water front to the 
ferry building. 


Etntna Johns aud her brother, John 
Johns, returned borne irom San F ra n ­ 
cisco last evening. 
They left that 
city at 4 o ’clock yesterday morning. 
They give an interesting account of 
their experiences,from the earthquake 
shock u n til they boarded the boat 
th at took them away from the city of 
doom across the bay to Uaklaud. 
Jo h n was employed at the Bryan 
works on Eleventh street, 
aud his 
sister was employed at the Maiouy 
dressmaking establishm ent on Geary 
street, near Stockton. 
Both boarded 
and roomed 
with 
Mrs McDowell, 
formerly oi Jackson, at the corner of 
11th and Folsom streets. 
I t was a 
frame building, and the shock sh a tte r­ 
ed it badly, but il did not fall. 
The 
loss of life occurred alm ost exclus­ 
ively in the buildings constructed ot 
brick or stone, by the tailing debris. 
After the shock, flames started 
in 
different parts, but it was some time 
before they assumed alarm ing pro 
portions. They went up M arket street 
and were able to get some breakfast. 
Gu Market, while the buildings wore 
badly injured, the street was not rent 
to any noticeable extent, 
F ourteenth 
street was cracked, aud tne center of 
Fifteenth street was cone shaped, as 
if it had displaced by a squeezing 
process from either side. 
Mission 
street was a succession 
of mounds 
and indentions, with car tracks p ro ­ 
jecting at several points. They passed 
the 
terrible 
day 
like 
thousands 
of others, 
as best they could, in 
m ortal dread. 
A t 6th and Folsom 
street two men were shot to death by 
the m ilitary, after m artial law was 
declared. 
I t was impossible to keep 
back the surging crowds u n til the 
stein m ilitary rule was enforced. 
At 
the point stated, one of the crowd 
disinclined to obey orders, drew a 
pistol. 
He was instantly shot down. 
Another struck a man over the head, 
he 
too 
forieited 
his 
life as the 
penalty of his act. 
This sterness was 
absolutely necessary to preserve the 
semblance of order. 
D uring the day 
the fire made headway to the quarters 
where they were staying, and they 
were anxious to get away. 
Edward 
Guthridge, a m iner of Jackson, e x e rt­ 
ed 
him self 
in th e ir 
behalf, 
and 
through his efforts, they left their 
quarters at 3 o ’clock yesterday m orn­ 
ing, walking 15 blocks to the Pacific 
mail dock near F ou rth aud 'Townsend 
The heat was then intense, and the 
sm okiag blinding. 
Miss E m m a’s face 
was scorched 
and her 
eyos badly 
affected by the terrib le trip. 
Bui 
tney reached the dock safely, and 
here the Southern Pacific had sent 
over a boat to convey refugees to the 
other shore. 
Except a few biscuits 
in the McDowell home, at tho time 
of the shock, they had nothing more 
to eat un til they reached Tracy on 
their homeward journey. 
They say 
the entire water fron t has sunk con­ 
siderably, aud the llames had at the 
tim e they left devoured pretty much 
every building from the Ferry b u ild ­ 
ing to the Union Iron Works, iuclud- 
those works. 
Joh n Jo hn s stood the 
ordeal well. 
H is sister, on arriving 
home, suffered a reaction, and is to ­ 
day confined to her bed. 


-j W. R. Johns left for San 1'iancisco 
yesterday morning. 
He was anxious 
concerning the safety of his nrother 
aud sister iu the overwhelming calam ­ 
ity th a t has overtaken the city. 
Not 
being able to com m unicate with them, 
he concluded to go himself. 
He was 
provided with a perm it from sheriff 
Norman, which will no d cu b t secure 
his admission to the city, in the face 
of the m artial law th at prevails d u r­ 
ing the season of panic. 
Ho went no 
fu rther than lone, and met his rela­ 
tives there on their homeward trip. 


No word received from Dr. Gall of 
the safety of him self aud wife. 
They 
arrived iu San Francicso the evening 
before the earthquake, and took rooms 
at the 
Palace 
hotel, 
where they 
usually stay. 
The Palace hotel was 
destroyed by tire, and much anxiety 
was felt by relatives and friends con­ 
cerning 
the 
doctor aud wife. 
It 
was 
reported th at they 
left 
for 
Oakland 
the same 
morning. 
The 
inference is tb at they were able to 
get from the city after the shock, and 
before the 
flames had made great 
headway.

'The Ban Franciso Examiner of last 
Sunday coutainod an article about 
George Hansen, who was iu charge of 
the agiicultural experiment station 
founded about six miles abov6 here, 
when that undertaking was started 
some 10 years ago.

Each package of bulbs 
was sent in a paper bag, and the cost 
of the bags was a serious item in his 
straightened circumstances. 
He 
is 
happy, he says, in the enjoyment of 
his wife and one child. 
This is how 
he philosophically talks of his affairs. 
“ 1 am now a well man. 
1 never 
was so helpless, yet 1 never was so 
strong. 
I am no more aware of the 
fact that these legs of mine do not 
walk than you are of the fact that 
there is a roof above you.

was so busy.

New Bids for Mail Contract. 


The post office department is call 
ing for new bids for carrying the 
mails between Plymouth and Jackson, 
under an 
entirely 
different 
time 
schedule. 
The proposals call for a 
daily service,—9even days a week— 
between 
these two points, leaving 
Plymouth at 5 a. m. and thence to 
Jackson, by way of Drytown, Amador 
City 
and 
Butter 
Creek, 
reaching 
Jackson at 8:30 a. m. 
Leaving Jack­ 
son on tbe return trip at 4:25 p. m. 
and arriving at Plymouth at 8 o’clock 
p. m. 
This means that the stage will 
take up the mail for the towns north 
at Martell, on arrival ot the train’ at 
tbat station. 
By this arrangement 
Sutter Creek will get its mail as here­ 
tofore, Amador 
City and Drytown 
will be served via Martell, instead of 
the Carbondale route, being a gain*of 
one hour’s time for Amador, and a 
loss of about the same time for Dry­ 
town. 
Plymuutb will receive its mail 
via Carbondale as at present. 
Bids 
will be received up to the 8th day of 
May. 
The contract is to run for four 
years from the 1st day of July next. 
The successful bidder will be required 
to furnish a bond in the sum of 82000. 
The department is calling for bids 
for a new mail route, rendered necess­ 
ary by the change in time schedule 
ot the Jackson and Plymouth line. 
This route is between Drytown and 
the Central 
House, 
one 
mile in 
length. 
It is to convey the local mail 
from the towns along the mineral 
belt—between Jackson and Drytown, 
addressed to Plymouth 
and Oieta, 
from Drytown to meet the mail stage 
between Plymouth and Carbondale. 
A mail route 
one mile long is a 
novelty. 
The bond required of the 
contrator is 8200. 


Swearingen taken to Folsom. 


Bamuel J. Swearingen, reported to 
be tbe worst criminal that ever set 
foot in the county jail, was taken to 
Folsom 
prison by Sheriff IN orinan 
yesterday morning, to enter upon his 
term of life imprisonment in that 
institution for the murder ot Mrs 
Phoebe William’s in Lancha Plana in 
June last. 
He was handcuffed, and 
the officer and piisoner went by stage 
to M artell’s, occupying seats with the 
driver on the outside. 
Swearingen 
was arrested in July last, and has 
boen confiued in the county jail ever 
since. 
m ^ P & d e d guilty as an ac­ 
complice in the murder of Mrs Will­ 
iams claiming that he took no hand 
in the actually 
killing, but stood 
guard ou the outside while Murphy 
committed the murder. 
He denied 
all knowledge of the murder of the 
boy, Chester Maker, tbe grandson of 
Mrs Williams. 
Murphy, according 
to his story, took him away from the 
house, and returned alone. Ou his 
confession of guilt, the court sentenc­ 
ed him to imprisonment for life in 
Folsom. 
tie was used as the star 
witness in the trial of Murphy. 
The 
jury, however, discredited his testi­ 
mony to the extent ot acquitting the 
accused. It transpired after that trial 
that Swearingen 
told 
a 
different 
stoiy, still implicating Murphy as the 
prime mover in the two murders, but 
admitting that he was present at the 
killing of Maker. 
The grand jury 
was called, and a charge of murder 
was 
presented 
against Swearingen 
for the killing of Maker, and a true 
bill found. 
Tbe case was set for trial 
in May. 
In trying one for murder 
wbo was already under sentence oi 
life imprisonment, 
capital punish­ 
ment was the only additional penalty 
that could be-imposed. After waitiDg 
months, it was concluded by the pro­ 
secution to indefinitely postpone the 
trial, and send the prisoner to his 
destination in Folsom prison. Swear­ 
ingen is a small, wiry individual, 
weighing about 140 pounds, but is 
about the most cold-blood criminal 
ever handled by the authorities here. 
A sense ot relief is experienced in 
having him out of the county.

Jackson 
and 
Every Portion 
Amador Felt the Shock. 


About 
fifteen 
minutes past five 
Wednesday 
morning, 
Jackson ex 
perienced 
the 
severest earthquake 
shock known iu its history. 
Many 
citizens were awakened1 by the shock. 
Those who were awake when it started, 
and therefore realized its full sever­ 
ity, say that never betore have they 
felt suob a long-continued and violent 
motion of the earth. 
The vibrations 
seemed to have a northerly and south­ 
ern direction. 
The tremors lasted 
some say full half a minute. Starting 
in gently, as if we were on the outer 
edge of the internal disturbance, and 
gaining in violence. 
The swaying 
motion like the pendulum of a clock, 
embraced a distance of several inches. 
Others 
appear 
to 
think that the 
motion was more of a perpendicular 
and downward character, rather than 
horizontal. 
Bedsteads rocked to and 
fro, electric and gas fixtures swinging, 
as if struck by a mighty wind. 
Tim­ 
bers creaked, and strange noices ac- 
oompained tbe seismic disturbance. 
Every part of tbe county seems to 
have been involved iu the shock, more 
or less, but as far as we have heard 
there has been no damage done.

Buying up Mules. 


Three agents tor the parties build­ 
ing ttre immense construction works 
near M urphy’s, in Calaveras county, 
were in Amador county last week, 
buying up all the mules they could 
get hereabouts. They purchased four­ 
teen head from A. Piccardo of Jack­ 
son for 81500. 
They were old, well- 
broken mules. 
The price paid was 
deemed very satisfactory. . We are 
told they also secured thirteen head 
from George Allen of Sutter Creek, 
and ten from Giannini of Drytown, 
besides a few other scattering pur­ 
chases. 
They want 200 animals, not 
alone for the big works in process of 
construction for the proposed electric 
power plant in Calaveras county, but 
to ship outside.

of these mules will be turned out at 
Camp Seco, until shipped to their 
respective destinations.

A. Piccardo has disposed of all his 
stook, outside of the animals necess­ 
ary to conduct his freighting business 
from the Martell depot to Jackson, 
which requires some fourteen horses 
and mules. 
This means his retire­ 
ment from the log-hauling business 
from the mountains to the mines ol 
the mother lode. 
The prioe of the 
logs has reached a point that it is 
impossible to conduct suoh hauling 
at a reasonable profit. 
Much of the 
mining 
timbers have been coming 
from tbe outside for years, and this 
year it is expected that this trade will 
be given to tbe railroads to a greater 
extent than ever.

Sulphurets 
Saving 
Plant.—The 
sulphurets saving plant erected last 
summer in the canyon of Jackson 
creek about half a mile west of town 
by Messrs Chase and Hoydston, has 
been temporarily 
abandoned. 
The 
machinery has been taken out and re­ 
moved to Amador City. 
It is rum or­ 
ed that this does not by any means 
imply the permanent giving up of 
the undertaking. 
The plant was not 
on a sufficiently large scale to handle 
the mass ot material flowing down 
the creek, 
in a few months, it is 
stated, a bigger plant will be put in. 
One thousand dolíais per day is the 
estimated loss from the mills around 
here. 
All this value is represented 
by gold bearing slimes and sulp­ 
hurets, 
and some free 
gold, that 
escapes from the mills in spite of all 
the precautions tbat can be taken. 
To save even two or three per cent 
of this 
amount 
would pile up a 
fortune in a few years. 
Some one 
will surely hit upon a plan 
to do 
this.

George H. Williams, Ed- 
ward Pierrpont, Jacob D. Cox, Colum- 
bus Delano and Zachariah Chandler. 
"Don" 
Cameron 
was 
a 
striking 
figure in the National Republican con- 
ventions which nominated Hayes and 
Wheeler and Garfleld and Arthur, and 
he was thrice elected to the Senate. 


The savior of this tree was a big 
man in the counsels of the nation and 
of the Republican party.

erally known simply as "Don" Cam- 
eron, his name was James Donald Cam- 
eron.

of his election to the Senate, but he 
had had enough experience in worldly 
affairs, 
having 
been 
prominent in 
banking and railroad circles.

under the legislative act of that year,

of the 
California Club, the Associated 
Char- 
ities, 
the Merchant's 
Association 
and 
other la,rge-hearted 
organizations 
and 
individuals. 
The original law of 1903 
laid the foundation for the legal mach- 
inery, 
which 
the 
revised 
statute 
of 
1905 
perfected 
and put into operation. 
This law provided, among other things, 
for an advisory committee, 
which ap- 
points probation officers, secures 
funds 
and establishes 
the 
proper connecting 
link between 
the judge and probation 


officers and the general public. 


Since the establishment 
of this court 
over 
2,100 
separate 
delinquency 
eases 
and 
several 
hundred 
dependents 
have 
been handled 
under 
the fatherly care 
of Judge 
Murasky.

Blue grass thrives best 
ina comparatively 
retentive," strong 


soil where there is an abundance but 
not an excessive 
amount of moisture. 
Upon soils of a lighter character in 
this region, in localities where preci- 
pitation is greater, such grasses as red- 
top, Rhode Island bent grass, creeping 
bent grass, and white clover are more 
to be relied upon for -lawn making 
than blue grass. 
Redtop, Rhode 
Is- 


land bent grass, 
and creeping 
bent 
grass 
all have.the same 
ability to 


make a compact 
and deep sward, as 
in the case of blue grass. 
In fact, 


under certain conditions redtop 
and 


the bent grasses are able to make a 
softer, although not amore permanent, 
turf than does the blue grass.

south of the latitude of Washington, 
D. C, white clover forms an important 
feature in lawn mixtures. 
In 
general, because 
of the varied 


conditions of shade 
and moisture ex- 
isting upon a lawn as the result of 
trees, 
shrubs, 
and 
architectural ob- 
jects, 
mixtures 
are 
more desirable 


than pure grasses. 
The different de- 
grees of shade and moisture maintain- 
ed in the soil which result from the 
presence 
of trees, shrubs, 
and build- 
ings afford a variety of conditions un- 
der which a single species 
would not 
produce a uniform lawn. 


pounds of fine-ground bone/ 
together 
with 300 to 500 pounds of &high-grade 
fertilizer upon each acre.- 
The fertil- 
izer may contain 3 per cent nitrogen, 
6 to 8 per cent phosphoric acid, and 
about 8 per cent potash. 


After the lawn has been established 
and ithas gone into "winter quarters," 
it is well to give the young. grass a 
mulch of well-decomposed stable man- 
ure, which shall not be heavy enough 
to 
disfigure 
or mar the lawn, but 
should be so fine and well decomposed 
that it will be carried beneath 
the 
surface of the grass by the rains and 
snows of the winter, leaving very lit- 
tle rough or unsightly matter to be 
raked offin the spring. Ifthis is not 
desirable, 
after 
the greensward 
has 
passed 
through 
the 
first winter it 
should be treated to a top-dressing of 
fine-ground 
bone at the rate of 1,000 
pounds to the acre. 


The KindofGrass. 


Since the lawn i 
3Intended to be 
a permanent feature of the decoration 
of a place, its endurance or span of 
life is of utmost importance. 
In gen- 


eral, grass 
seeds are small and the 


surface 
seed bed for the reception of 
these seeds 
need not be more than 1 


inch in depth; but since the grasses, 
as they become established, 
send out 
long, lateral feeding roots, it is nec- 
essary 
that the area 'containing 
the 


available food for these plants should 
be amplified. 
This object can only be 


attained 
by 
deep 
cultivation 
end 
thorough preparation of at least 8 to 
10 inches of the surface soil. The soil 
to this depth should be made rich and 
should be put into an ideal condition 
for the development of plant roots. 
The mechanical 
operations 
of pre- 


paring the soil can be carried on by 
the use of the modern 
plow if the 
area is large 
enough, or by spading 
if the area Is small. 
The seed bed 


should be thoroughly 
and frequently 


stirred, so as to grind the soil par- 
ticles 
together 
as. much as 
possible 


for the purpose of reducing 
them to 
a uniformly fine condition and to lib- 
erate plant food. 
Cultivation should 


also have for its object the destruction 
of weeds which may interfere with the 
establishment of the lawn or which 
may be detrimental to it after it is 
once established. 
After the soil has 
been thoroughly plowed or spaded it 
should be carefully finedby harrowing 
or raking, after which it should be 
thoroughly 
compacted 
by the use of 
a lawn or field roller and the surface 
again loosened by the use of a steel- 


Preparations for the Lawn. 


general, 
greatly modified 
because 
of 
building operations or necessary 
grad- 
ing. 
The soil with which one has to 
deal, therefore, is seldom a normal soil 
of the locality. In general, it is a 
portion of the surface soil mixed with 
more or less of the subsoil which has 
come from excavation, in making the 
foundations of a house. 
The ideal soil for grasses 
best suit- 


ed for lawn making is one which is 
moderately moist and contains a con- 
siderable 
percentage 
of clay—a 
soil 
which is somewhat retentive of mois- 
ture, but never 
becomes 
excessively 
wet, and is inclined to be heavy and 
compact rather than light, loose, and 
sandy. 
A strong clay loam or asandy 
loam, underlaid by a clay subsoil, is 
undoubtedly 
the nearest 
approach 
to 
an ideal soil for a lawn; it, therefore, 
should be the aim in establishing 
a 
lawn to approach as near as is possible 
to one or the other, of these types of 
soil. In many localities It will,how- 
ever, be very difficult to produce by 
any artificial means at one's command 
a soil which willapproach In texture 
either of the types recommended. 
Our 
efforts, nevertheless, 
should be direct- 


ed to attaining as closely as possible 
these ideals.

toothed rake or a fine harrow. 
After the seed 
bed has been thor- 
oughly and carefully 
prepared 
and 
the grass seed scattered inappropriate 
quantities, according to the kind used, 
the surface should be given a careful 
raking or rolling if the area is dry. 
If showers 
have been frequent, rak- 
ingafter the seed has been sown will 
suffice until after the grass has reach- 
ed a height sufficent to be clipped by 
a lawn mower. Prior to clipping the 
grass 
with 
a 
lawn mower, if the 
ground was not rolled after seeding, a 
heavy lawn roller should be passed ov- 
er the surface in order to make it as 
smooth 
as possible. 
After the grass 


has an opportunity to become 
erect 
itshould then be clipped witha mow- 
er. 


What Fertilizers? 


Since the lawn is a permanent 
fea- 
ture, itis hardly possible to make the 
soil for the reception of the lawn too 
rich. 
Stable manure 
which has been 


thoroughly 
composted 
and rotted and 


which is as free as possible from de- 
trimental weed seeds 
is undoubtedly 


the best material to use in producing 


the desired fertilityof the soil. Forty 
to sixty loads of well-decomposed 
sta- 


ble manure are not too much to use 
upon an acre of land designed 
for the 


greensward. 
Where such stable man- 


ure is not available the next best plan 
to follow is that of plowing under 
green 
crops, 
such 
as 
clovers, 
cow- 


peas, 
soy beans, 
and similar plants. 


The land should then receive an ap- 
plication of about 1,000 
pounds 
of 


lime to the acre, and at the time of 
preparing 
the seed bed 500 to 1,000 


A half day was set aside for the
